New drugs 
that retard or prevent clotting 
of the blood are proving help¬ 
ful in experiments with severe 
frostbite, reducing the number 
of amputations necessary. These 
experiments are particularly im¬ 
portant now that frozen feet are 
a major reason for casualties 
among the fighting men in 
Korea.

acre feet. 

The water then began its pas- 
\ sage through the series of ba¬ 
sins—and its eventual perco¬ 
lation or seepage into the 
ground. There are 12 huge ba¬ 
sins in the 10 acres of spread¬ 
ing grounds developed so far. 
Less than half these basins 
were used in last week’s test, 
which was geared at a rate of 
flow approximately half the 
capacity of the system. 

Overall purpose of the $240,- 
000 water project is to replen¬ 
ish the underground water sup¬ 
ply in Sierra Madre. Mr. Free¬ 
land explained that by raising 
the underground water levels 
several benefits will result. 

Underground water table lev¬ 
els will be raised. The costs of 
pumping water will be reduced. 
A third benefit, Mr. Freeland 
said, is that it is “very likely” 
that Sierra Madre will receive 
a larger allocation from the 
basin. 

At present 1264 acre feet of 
water a year is the amount 
Sierra Madre is permitted to 
pump out of the wells. Arcadia 
is permitted to pump 2528 acre 
feet a year from the same 
basin. 

The city has two permits 
from the State Division of 
Water Resources totalling 5000 
acre feet of water a year that 
Sierra Madre can spread if it 
is available—that is, if rain¬ 
fall is sufficient. 

By allowing the water to per¬ 
colate into the ground for fu¬ 
ture use, Sierra Madre is sal¬ 
vaging water that, otherwise, 
would run on down to the sea 
and be lost forever. 

Sierra Madre’s source of 
water supply is three wells lo¬ 
cated immediately below the 
spreading grounds area. Two 
tunnels located in the Sierra 
Madre Canyon are additional 
sources of supply. 

The city also spreads water 
from the Little Santa Anita 
Canyon and the “run-off” wa¬ 
ter from local streets during 
and following storms. 

Water department employees 
recently completed construction 
of a standard government 
evaporation station on the wa¬ 
ter grounds, and new maxi¬ 
mum and minimum thermo¬ 
meters were delivered and in¬ 
stalled Tuesday. 

Besides the thermometers 
and a rain guage, the “weath¬ 
er station” has a 4-foot water 
evaporation pan. Maintenance 
of this evaporation station is 
one of the watermaster’s re¬ 
quirements to determine the 
amount of water evaporation 
taking place over the area.
